A few m ou th s ago he had a 
narrow 
escape iu ialling down u chute, hut 
managed to hold ou to some tim béis, 
aud thereby 
escaped 
with 
a 
few 
bruises. 
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We publish in another column an article from an ex­ 
change, that a mining superintendent and m anager in Tuo­ 
lumne county has sued a hotelkeeper in th a t county for 
heavy damages for libel, for circulating charges that the 
managem ent of the mines was employing aliens and foreign 
born in preference to the English-speaking class because of a 
rake-off collected from the employes for so doing. 
The min­ 
ing official concerned has prom ptly met the accusation by the 
commencement of a civil su it in the superior court for sub­ 
stantial damages. 
We mention the matter for the reason 
that more or less talk of a sim ilar character is indulged in 
wherever a large non-English speaking element is employed 
in the mines. 
Possibly the same explanation is jumped at 
where th e y are employed in considerable num bers in other 
avocations than mining. Such talk of a wild and irresponsible 
character has been heard in this county occasionally, and 
has probably just as little foundation to rest upon as the case 
in T u o lu m n e county. 
Everyone is willing to a d m it that it 


i s much better for a mining community generally where the 


u n d e r g r o u n d toilers are m ainly, if not e x c l u s i v e l y , drawn 
from native Americans, or those using the E n g lis h lang­ 
uage as their native tongue. 
Mine owners and superinten­ 
dents do not dispute this proposition. 
Even from the view­ 
point of the stockholders, it is claimed by those who ought 
to know th a t a mine can be r u n on a more profitable basis 
by the employment exclusively of expert m iners of the 
English-speaking type, even though it might necessitate the 
payment of a higher wage scale. 
It would certainly be 
interesting if this idea were practically and fairly tested. We 
are not aware that it ever has been so tested. It is a very easy 
matter to conjure up some im aginary and unjust explanation 
of a condition of affairs that is generally deplored. 
But it is 
a totally different thing to properly guage the difficulties 
that beset the mine-owuers and superintendents. 
T hey have 
to employ such labor as they can get, whether it be exactly 
to their lik in g or not, 
We believe that, as a rule, managers 
of mines are far more concerned for the welfare of their re­ 
spective properties than the outside public. 
But, like other 
large employers, they cannot always get just what they want. 
They are largely victims of circumstances. 
W h e n laborers 
are scarce, the expert miners naturally drift to th e high-pay 
and high-grade camps. 
Low-grade camps, like those of A m ­ 
ador, are left by the expert w orkers of the migratory class for 
more a llu rin g fields from a wage-earning standpoint. 
Their 
places have to be filled, if the mines are to continue running, 
by others, even though of an inexperienced class. 
On the 
other hand, when conditions are just the reverse, as in the 
present financial depression, w hen two men are waiting for 
every job, it is not so hard a task to stock up low-grade camps 
with a heavy percentage of high-grade workmen. 
It is a 
noticeable fact that within the last few months a noticeable 
improvement has taken place in the mining situation here­ 
abouts in this respect. 
T he sam e is no doubt tru e of all 
labor centers throughout the Union. 
The flow of alien 
laborers h a s been outward instead of inward. 
T h e non-citi­ 
zen and foreign-speaking laboring class lias given place to 
some extent to miners with families. 
This goes to show 
that mines are conducted the sam e as other business enter­ 
prises. 
T h e best labor available is employed. 
If a differeut 
condition prevails it must be set down to necessity rather 
than choice. 


The registration of voters in this couuty is proceeding 
very slowly for a presidential year.

LOCAL EDITORIAL COLUMN. 


H O W 
IT 
C A M E 
TO 
P A S S . 


Last week we took occasion, in tlid interest of good govern­ 
ment as w ell as the defense of our own interest as having 
been awarded the contract to do the city p rin tin g under the 
law requiring such printing to let to the lowest bidder, to 
comment on the fact that printed handbills bearing the im­ 
print of the Dispatch office were posted around town, where­ 
in G. M. I Liberty, as city tax and license collector, notified 
dog owners to secure license tags before June 15th. 
T his ac­ 
tion, as we viewed it, was such a glaring violation of the 
terms of a legal and moral obligation that it became incum­ 
bent upon us to present the case before the tribunal of the 
people. 
Disinterested public opinion rarely e rrs in its judg­ 
ment. 
It is the court of last resort in the settlement of all 
questions, to which an appeal can be taken at any stage of 
the proceedings, with the assurance that the final verdict, 
upon a fu ll review of all the facts, will be in accord with 
right and ju stice. The article last week com m enting sharply 
upor, this m atter was correct in its statements as far as they 
went. 
W e have nothing to withdraw therefrom. 
Il is our 
policy, however, to accord everyone who considers himself 
aggrieved b y any editorial 
utterance an opportunity to be 
heard in h is own behalf, or even voluntarily presenting 011 
our part an y explanation lie may have to offer in extenua­ 
tion or justification of his conduct. 
In a conversation with 
G. M. H uberty, city m arshal and tax-collector, the official 
as it now appears who assum ed the entire responsibility of 
the transaction, the matter was explained in 
this manner: 
It was admitted that the posters were printed at the Dispatch, 
and were ordered by the city m arshal; he did not consult the 
trustees about it, but regarded it as his business entirely, 
inasmuch as he paid for the dodgers himself. 
In proof, of 
this he produced a receipted 
b ill from the D ispatch office, 
dated June 
1 0 , for the sum of $ 1 for p rin tin g 
1 5 of these 
dodgers. 
T h e idea was conveyed that if he paid for the 
work him self, he had a rig h t to take the w ork where lie 
pleased, regardless of any contract for p rin tin g made by the 
city authorities. 
The Ledger is w illing to accept the facts 
as stated, but em phatically objects to the conclusions drawn 
therefrom. T h e trustees, as such, and clerk are relieved from 
all com plicity in the plan, and whatever blam e attaches to it 
is shouldered by the tax-collector. 
Of course, the Dispatch 
was w illin g to do the job, and get the money for it without 
running the gauntlet of p u ttin g in a b ill to the trustees. 
That is a sim ple matter of business from the p rin te r’s stand­ 
point, and 
110 blame attaches to it unless he entered into a 
conspiracy to beat the contract in that way. 
But the most amazing feature is the contention that it is per­ 
fectly legitim ate for an official to pay for p ublic work out of 
his own pocket under such circumstances. 
W e can safely 
leave this to be passed upon by an intelligent community. 
We merely rem ark that any person, official o r otherwise, is 
privileged to make a gift of m oney to the city''. 
H e must do 
it through recognized channels by paying to the treasurer or 
some other person authorized to receive it. 
Jackson or any j 
other public corporation w ill be pleased to accept donations, I 
large or sm all, through the proper channels. 
But 110 one) 
has the rig h t, under the plea of helping the city, to pay; 
money to an outsider, when by so doing he is aiding in the! 
violation of a contract obligation, and diverting the money j 
so used from one who is rig h tfu lly entitled to the patronage, j 
Carried to its logical conclusion, the admission* of such a 
proposition 
would practically n u llify the contract and the 
law authorizing the contract. 
In other words, the success­ 
ful bidder for city printing cannot be la w fu lly deprived of 
the work by an official g ivin g the work to an 
unsuccessful 
bidder, and claim ing the rig h t to pay for it out of his own 
private funds. 
W e believe su ch misconduct would subject 
an official to a suit for damages and removal from office.

Dedication Ceremonies of 
New Hall at Preston School 
The l.edaer acknowledges receipt of 
nil invitation to the dedicatory cere 
monies in connection with the formal 
opening of Hie new Rssnmhlv hall of 
the Preston school of industry at 
lone. 
The event is designed to be 
one of the most notable In the his 
tory ot tills institution. 
I lie dedica­ 
tion will take place on Hal.indny, 
.Inly ]). 
A specinl train is to lie run from 
Sacramento at It o’clock, connecting 
with trains from Sail FYntidlsco and 
other points, and on the return trip 
it. will leave lone after the exercises 
nod at, Hm convenience of the excurs­ 
ionists.

Governor .lames 
N. 
(liliett and other state officers will 
assist in the dedication. There will 
be addresses by Governor Gillell, 
President Charles il. Diiulon of the 
board of Preston sr. boo! trustees, 
.lodge Frank .1, Murasby of San F'rati 
cisco, .Judge Curtís, l>. Wilbur of Les 
Angeles, .Judgo Joseph W. Hughes of 
.Sacramento, ¡Senator A, Cauiiuetti 
and Munsignnr Cupel. 
The three 
judges presida over the juvenile 
court. Senator Caniinetti was associ­ 
ated. with Senator Preston in the 
founding of the school and has 
always been deeply interested in the 
institution’s work. Monsignor Capel, 
who is to deliver the opening prayer 
will address the hoys of the school 
just before pronouncing the bene­ 
diction. S, Homer Henley is to sing 
several solos, and them will lie music 
by the school hand of thirty pieces 
and the sAdiool chorus. The building 
to ho dedicated hair been constructed 
entirely by the members of the 
trades classes of the school;but nearly 
nli the cadets, numbering at present 
three 
hundred 
and 
twenty-live, 
participated in some way. 
it is a 
splendid Gothic structure ot con­ 
crete blocks, and, although it is the 
work of tiie boys who nro learning 
their trades in the state school, it 
would be an ornament to any city. 
The plans were by Henry A. Schulze, 
architect of the beautiful main build­ 
ing of the school. 
The hall is one 
hundred arid fourteen feet long, sixty 
feet wide and sixty feet high. There 
are two stories. 
The main one is an 
assembly room flLtod vvitli a stage 
anti having a seating capacity of eight 
hundred. This will lie used for 
religious services, entertainments and 
all large meetings of the cadets. The 
lower story will lie a gymnasium. 
The building is so situated on the 
picturesque and terraced hillside 
directly west of the main school 
edifice that the main entrances to 
botli the assembly 
hall and the 
gymnasium are on ground levels. 
With the work ali done by the cadets, 
who arc exceedingly proud of their 
splendid accomplishment, the cost of 
construction has boon kept within 
the state appropriation "of fifteen 
thousand dollars, although the con­ 
tract price of u similar building 
would probably bo not loss lhau 
thirty-five thousand dollars. 
In the interior, the assembly hall 
is open to the roof, ¡with ornamental 
trusses and natural wood finish. It 
is practically Hie-proof aud[of modern 
earthquake proof construction. 
The school trades 
classes whose 
members have takeu part in the worlf 
of building are: tbe teamsters and 
farmers, who did the grading; the 
cemeut-blook makers, 
who manu­ 
factured all the blocks; the coucrete- 
workers; the mason boys, by whom 
the walls were built; the blacksmiths, 
who made eight steel trusses that 
are thirty feet long, thiity-six inches 
deep and eigtit inches wide, and who 
turned out all the ironwork; the 
oarpeuterB, whose work included the 
construction and placing of four 
roof-trusses that weigh 5,(100 pounds 
each; the slate-luyers; the cabinet­ 
makers, who havo done some veiy 
tine work in tne paneling and stage 
ornamentation; the painters; the 
electricians, by whom ail the work of 
wiring and installation was done; 
and the horticulturists, who laid out 
the ornamental grounds and terraces 
about the building and made the 
lawns. Opera-chairs for the hall ure 
to be made by the mill-workers and 
oabiuet-mukers. 
This is tbe second of the school 
edifices erected by the hoys at lone, 
the big trades building being tbe 
first. 
Trustees Duntou, 
Matthew and 
Voorheis expeot a big crowd at the 
dedication, the general public being 
invited, uml elaborate preparations 
for the reception are heiug made by 
Superintendent Randall 
and his 
assistant officers.
